Harmon signs off on new river bridge plans MCT 800 listing is a

A major hurdle in the 
develop- 
ment of a 
new 
bridge 
across the Mississippi River 
was cleared Thursday when 
St. Louis Mayor Clarence 
Harmon signed off on plans to 
proceed with the engineering 
of the bridge. 

St. Louis city officials had 
expressed concern that the 
Missouri approaches to the 
new bridge - an eight-lane 
structure set to be placed 
about one mile below the _ 
McKinley Bridge - would dis- 
rupt local traffic and neighbor-

could force the city to dis- 
solve. 

At a special meeting 
Wednesday, the Council 
approved an agreement with 
AmerenUE and Mississippi 
River Transmission over ease- 
ments for a natural gas 
pipeline improvements on the 
McKinley Bridge. 

In return for granting the 
easements, the city will 
receive $80,000 this year and 
$40,000 next year. Of that

However, reports that the 
Illinois Department of 
Agriculture may force them to 
close July

ing to a department 
spokesman. 
On Wednesday, local televi- 
sion stations broadcast 
reports that the IDA was plan- 
ning to close the shelter if 
repairs were not made and 
force the euthanasia of the 
animals. Later that day, Jodie 
Moore, who takes care of cats 
at the shelter, also said if

hoods. 

St. Clair County Board 
Chairman John Baricevic and 
Harmon signed a resolution 
Thursday that will allow both 
states to work to get federal 
grants to help pay for the 
bridge. 

The proposed bridge would 
cross the river south of the 
McKinley Bridge and connect 
to Illinois 3, Illinois 203, 
Interstate 70 and I-64 in 
Illinois. It would most likely 

connect with I-70, 14th Street 
and Tucker Boulevard in St. 
Louis. ; 
As part of the construction, 
the Illinois section of I-70 


would be relocated off the 
Poplar Street Bridge to the 
new bridge, with the new 
approach near Gateway 
International Raceway. 

The estimated cost of the 
bridge is about $550 million. 
Much of that would be for the 
extensive approaches on the 
Illinois side. 

Public meetings on the 
bridge - required as the next 
phase of its development - had 
been put on hold because of 
objections by St. Louis offi- 
cials. 

Illinois planners have been 
especially anxious to get start- 
ed on the bridge and James L. 


Easterly, Illinois Department 
of Transportation district engi- 
neer, recently said he would 
agree to name the new bridge 
after Harmon if only Harmon 
would get on board with plans 
for the bridge. 

On Thursday Harmon - 
saying the bridge will help fos- 
ter economic development in 
the St. Louis area — did just 
that. 

Advocates of the bridge 
say it is needed to decrease 
rush-hour traffic on bridges 
leading to downtown St. Louis.

To compound the dis- 
trict’s embarrassment, its 
telephone service provider, 
McLeod USA, listed the old 800 
number and passed that num- 
ber along to Ameritech.

Police say racism was not cause 
of attack of 2 women in lot

Authorities from the 
Granite City Police 
Department have 
determined that four black 
females who assaulted two 
white females Tuesday night 
at a video store did so out of 
road rage and not because 
of racism.

MADISON Thomas, 


18, of 
1638 Fourth St., Madison, 
was charged Tuesday with 
two counts of simple 
battery, one count of 
resisting arrest and one 
count of mob action. 
Caroline Munson, 20, of 801 
Reynolds St., Madison, was 
charged with one count of 
simple battery and one 
count of mob action 


Thomas and Munson were 
being held at Madison 
County Jail in lieu $30,000 
bail. Two juveniles were 
taken into custody as well. A 
juvenile petition has been 
filed in which authorities are 
seeking one count of simple 
battery and one count of 
mob action against them. 

The victims, a mother and 
daughter from Granite City, 
were taken to St. Elizabeth 
Medical Center, where they 
were treated for minor 
injuries 

Capt. Ron Landman said 
the women, 44 and 19, were 
pursued because they eyed 


their attackers and made 
several lane changes along 
Nameoki Road while on 
their way to Blockbuster 
Video.

‘That’s the information we 
have,’’ Landman said. 

As the mother was 
driving, the attackers pulled 
alongside her several times, 
calling her and her daughter 
names and makin;

At Blockbusters’ parking 
lot, where the two had 
stopped about 10 p.m. 
‘Tuesday to return videos, 
one of the attackers walked 
around to the driver’s side 
window and punched the 
woman in the face. She and 
her daughter attempted to 
run into the store, but could 
not because they were being 
punched and kicked 
repeatedly by the attackers, 
police said. 


Nick Huniak, an off-duty 
police officer Shopping at 
Quik Trip, heard the women 
screaming and ran to their 
aid. Two of the attackers 
attempted to flee, but were 
apprehended by Huniak, 
whose van was struck 
during their attempted 
getaway. The juveniles, who 

led, were taken into custody 
a short time later. 

“If Huniak would not have 
been in the area, the extent 
of the women’s injuries 
would have been more 
severe,’ Landman said.

Anderson Hospital sued in death

Anderson Hospital and two staff doctors are being sued for 
alleged negligence in the death of a Staunton woman last 


November. 


Tina Marie Moreland, 37, was admitted to intensive care at 
Anderson in Maryville on Nov. 27 for treatment of a pulmonary 
embolism, according to the lawsuit filed Thursday in Madison 


County Circuit Court. 


Doctors allegedly failed to ensure that tubing was properly __ 
placed down her trachea and then failed to reposition the tube 
when she began to hyperventilate, causing her to suffocate, the 
lawsuit said. Endotracheal tubing commonly is used to 
administer anesthetic gases for examination purposes 


The

Legislation would provide 
funds to help fight problem

For the next 15 minutes, imagine breathing through a tiny 
straw the size of a coffee stirrer, never getting enough air 
Now imagine suffering through this process three to six times 
a day. 

This is asthma. 

Today, asthma is considered the worst chronic health 
problem plaguing this nation’s children, affecting nearly 15 
million Americans. That figure includes more than 700,000 
Lilinois residents, of whom 213,000 are children under the age 
of 18. 

Illinois has the nation’s highest asthma-related death rate 
for African-American males, and Chicago has one of the 
highest rates of childhood asthma in the country. 

During a recent visit to Children’s Memorial spital in 
Chicago, I met a ‘wonderful little boy whose life is a daily 
fight against asthma. 

He told me he can’t always participate in gym class or 
even join his friends on the playground.

My legislation would provide funds to community and state 
organizations that serve areas with the largest number of 
children who are at risk of developing asthma and areas with 
the highest asthma-related death rates. 

The grant recipients could use the funds to develop 
programs to best meet the needs of their residents. The funds 
are targeted to those communities where there is the highest 
numt of children with asthma or asthma-related deaths. 

No child should die from a disease like asthma. We can 
reverse this alarming trend by attacking the problem at its 
roots in communities where this disease is most likely to 
strike 

Innovative programs do exist. 

For example, in Los Angeles, the Asthma and Allergy 
Foundation created two ‘“‘breathmobiles.”” The converted 
motor homes visit schools to test, treat and educate at-risk 
children. Since the program bean two years ago, there has 
been a 17 percent decline in asthma-related emergency room 
visits in the area. 

Here in Illinois, the Mobile CARE Foundation is setting uj 
a program in Chicago based on the Los Angeles initiative. th 

addition, the American Association of Chest Physicians has 

joined with other groups to form the Chicago Asthma 

Consortium to provide asthma screening and treatment. 

Efforts like these need our support. The “Childhood Asthma 

Relief Act” would expand these programs to help ensure that 

no child goes undiagnosed and every asthmatic child gets the 

treatment he or she needs.

Group proposes cutting House in half and eliminating sessions 


Some ultra-conservatives 
have decided that the way to 
prevent more tax increases is 
to cut the size of the Illinois 
House and restrict the General 
Assembly to only one session 
every other year.

Tire-balancing fraud alleged in Sears suit 


Retailer: It’s nothing more than a Florida copycat legal action

Attorneys worked for years 
piecing together a legal case 
alleging fraud by Sears, 
Roebuck & Co. 


MADISON eine 
COUNTY perfect 
crime,” 


attorney Steven Katz said 
Wednesday. 

But officials with Sears, the 
company sued this week in 
Madison County Circuit Court, 
said the suit is nothing more 
than a copycat effort of a 
lawsuit that previously had 
been thrown out of federal 
court in Tampa, Fla. 

Katz’ Belleville-based law 
firm filed suit Monday alleging 
that Sears’ auto service 
centers failed to provide 
promised tire-balancing 
service on more than 30 
million new tires sold between 
May 1989 and June 1994. 
Between seven million and 30 
million customers could have 

been affected, the suit says. 

Many of them could become 
parties to the Madison County 
case if it is certified as a class 
action suit, which will take 


several months to determine. 

“We've had thousands of 
people who have responded to 
various inquiries through the 
years,” Katz said. 

The case is being fought on 
two fronts, with the Madison 
County suit prompted by the 
related, ongoing legal battle in 
Florida, Katz said. A law firm 
there called Katz’ firm and 
asked it to assist in the search 
for clients who may have 
experienced problems at Sears. 

Katz works for the powerful 
personal injury firm Carr, 
Korein, Tillery, Kunin, 
Montroy, Cates & Glass, which 
frequently assists out-of-state 
law firms in researching class 
action claims 

The firm polled clients and 
used newspaper 
advertisements to find 
potential plaintiffs. 

The search turned up 
Katheryn L. Wheeler, a 
75-year-old Bethalto widow who 
bought tires at Sears in 1991. 

“And she still has all the 
original purchase paperwork,’’ 
Katz said. 

Sears spokeswoman Jan 
Drummond downplayed the 
two suits because they use 
almost identical wording to lay 


out their accusations. She 
issued the following statement: 

“The lawsuit that has been 
filed in an Illinois state court 
regarding Sears’ past 
tire-balancing service is a 
copycat. It was copied word 
for word from a four-year-old 
complaint that was thrown out 
of a federal court in Tampa. 

“While the complaint 
subsequently was reinstated in 
federal court, Sears’ motion to 
dismiss the complaint is 
pending, and we are confident 
that it will be successful.”’ 

The suit alleges that Sears 
entered into a tire service 
agreement in 1989 with a 
company called Assix 

International, now known as 
Excal Enterprise Inc. Assix 
was the developer and owner 
of an automotive tire and rim 
balancing service called 
AccuBalance. 

The AccuBalance program 
used a machine called the TM 
6000. 

Assix leased aj proximately 
1,300 of the machines to more 
than 800 Sears Auto Centers 
nationwide, where they 
remained in use until early 
1994. 

Sears sold AccuBalance to 


the majority of its Auto Center 
customers who purchased new 
tires, including eeler, who 
purchased four tires from the 
center in Florissant, Mo. She 
purchased the AccuBalance 
service for $12.50 per tire, Katz 
said, but has no way of 
knowing if she received the 
balance job. 


The lawsuit maintains that 
Sears management personnel 
knew the auto centers were 
selling the balancing service 
but not performing it on the 
majority of tires. 


“Most people don’t know 
they’re victims,’’ Katz said. 
“It's impossible to tell unless 
you stood there and watched 
every second of the 
tire-mounting procedure — 
assuming you were a 
mechanic and knew what to 
look for.’” 


According to the suit, Assix 
discovered that mechanical 
counters on the TM 6000 units 
were ‘‘showing a materially 
lower number of uses” than 
what was being reported by 
Sears, which paid rent and 
user fees on the machines to 
Assix.

According to Patton, 
‘Rule 6.07 (c) of the official 
baseball rules says when an 
improper batter becomes a 
runner or is put out, and a 

itch is made to the next 

atter before an appeal is 
made, the improper batter 
thereby becomes a proper 
batter and the results of his 
time at bat become legal. 


“Rule 6.07 (d) says that 
the instant an improper 
batter’s actions are 
legalized, the batting order 
picks up with the name 

‘ollowing that of the 
legalized improper batter.” 

Patton added: ‘““We 
interpret those guidelines as 
saying that John Wahlig was 
an improper batter the first 
time that he went to the 
plate. No appeal was made 
at that time. In the fourth 
inning, he was now a legal 
batter in the lineup, ani 
Valmeyer’s appeal was 
incorrect because he was no 
longer ‘improper.’ ”’ 


In short, Valmeyer’s 

appeal was not timely. 
ange reminded me, 

though, of Rule 4.01 under 
the heading of “‘starting and 
ending a game.”

This Tarzan quite different 
from any one seen before 


Creators discuss difficulty in Disney version

With the possible exception 
of Count Dracula, Tarzan, the 


| legendary character created 


by Edgar Rice Burroughs, is 
arguably the most filmed 
subject in Hollywood history. 

ce Elmo Lincoln first 
played the jungle man ina 
1918 silent film, numerous 
actors and athletes, including 
Olympic swimmer Johnny 
Weissmuller and Buster 
Crabbe, have put on loincloths 
for the camera. 

And now the Walt Disney 
Studios are releasing 
“Tarzan,’’ a full-length, 
animated feature that is quite 
different from the 47 previous 
live-action adaptations. 

Recently, ‘“‘Tarzan’’ directors 
Kevin Lima and Chris Buck 
spoke by telephone from 

ansas City about their film, 
the characters and the 
challenge of bringing an 
animated Tarzan to life. 

“Chris and TAB, up on 
Disney films. We really loved 
the fact that the best ones 
scare you as well as make you 
laugh,’’ Lima said. ‘‘We 
wanted to make sure we kept 
that in the story since Tarzan 
grows up in this savage 
world.’’ 

“To tell the story we wanted 


| to tell, we had to paint the 


jungle as somewhat savage,” 
Buck said. ‘“‘We have moments 
which are very dramatic. We 
ge to joyous places also.

One thing that’s quite unique 
about the animated Tarzan is 
his body. Instead of having the 
physique of an overly muscled 
weightlifter, he possesses a 
thinner, more agile frame. 

“We started with a 
swimmer’s physique instead of 
a pumped-up superhero guy,”’ 
Buck said. 

“We wanted to change his 
anatomy so he’d be 
half-animal. Some of his 
muscles are more like a 
gorillas would be.’’

features is the music. Disney’s 
animated films of the 1990s, 
such as ‘‘Beauty and the 
Beast’ and ‘‘Aladdin,” 
featured lots of big musical 
production numbers. 

““Tarzan,”’ on the other hand, 
contains just one production 
number in addition to five nev. 
songs written and performed 
by Phil Collins. 


“From the very beginning, 
Chris and I looked at this 
material and we couldn’t 
imagine Tarzan singing,”’ 
Lima said. ‘‘It just seemed odd 
to us to have this half-naked 
man standing on a tree branch 
singing about his wants. 

“So it forced us to explore 
music in a different way, 
which led us to Phil Collins. 
There’s a tremendous amount 


of storytelling going on in his 
songs. He can sing about 
what’s going on in Tarzan’s 
mind.’’ 

Voice casting is a crucial 
part of most animated films. 
‘Tarzan’? features the vocal 
talents of Glenn Close, Minnie 
Driver, Nigel Hawthorne, 
Lance Henriksen and Rosie ~ 
O’Donnell. 


Actor Tony. Goldwyn, best 
known for his performance in 
“Ghost,’’ gives voice to the 
animated version of Tarzan as 
an adult. 

“We were looking for a 
mature voice. A very adult 
type of voice,”” Buck said.

Gov. George Ryan on 
Wednesday awarded $800,000 
from the Illinois First program 
to the Jackie Joyner-Kersee 
Youth Center in East St. Louis.

It is scheduled to 
open later this year. 

“It (the center) is to build a 
better place for our young 
people,’ Joyner-Kersee said. 
“T think it’s so important that 
we nurture our young people 
with the power of knowledge.”’

$1.7 million for St. Louis 
Downtown Parks Airport in 
Cahokia and $200,000 for the 
St. Louis Metro East Airport in 
St. Jacob.

Harvest herbs while tops 
are fresh and green, prior 
to bloom. If roots or seeds 
are the desired portion, 
wait until they have fully 
developed. Dry herbs in 
the shade for best oil 


retention. oo. 


Inspect your vegetable 
garden for insects on a 
regular basis so you can 
treat them before the 
problem | Bae bigger. Don't 
forget to look under leaves. 


Spring flowering shrubs 
and trees should have been 
pruned already. If not, 
don’t try to do it now. Any 
further pruning may 
remove next year’s flowers, 
which are forming at this 
time. 


If you put some 
houseplants outside, don’t 
neglect them. Continue to 
water and keep them well 
groomed. 


When pruning roses for 
faded or cut flowers, you 
should start at the flower 
and move down the stem 
to the second 5-leaflet leaf. 
Make cut just above it. This 
will produce a stronger 
new growth. Follow this 
same procedure when 
removing faded roses from 
the bush. 


mulching plants to keep 
moisture levels constant. 
While on the subject of 
tomatoes, you can make 
the most of your garden 
space by training tomatoes 
to grow up on a stake or in 
a tomato cage.

Daylilies would make a 
great addition to your 
garden.

sidewalk, do away with ’em 
by using a non-selective 
weed and grass killer. Be 
careful when using it, 
however, since it will kill 
anything it contacts.

The Si is Honda's Civic lesson for the year 

If young drivers are sinking their har -earned 
bucks into hopping up Civics, why shouldn't the fac- 
tory build one of its own? Enter the 160-horsepower 
Civic coupe Si. The price of $17,445 includes 
AM/FM/CD, power sun roof and air conditioning. 
Also standard are a keyless remote, power mirrors, 
power windows and cruise control. 

All Si coupes have alloy wheels, two-tone cloth 
upholstery and black, red or blue paint 

Hopped-up Civics are most prevalent in Southern 
California, where automotive trends often show up 
.first. Troll the freeways of Los Angeles and you can 
see countless Hondas lowered so far they look like 
they are riding on coasters. With exhausts the size 
of drain pipes and ultra-low profile tires on trick 
wheels, Civics are to this generation what the ‘57 
Chevy was to baby boomers. 

hile the factory version doesn’t have the radi- 


cal looks of the SoCal street rods, it is modified to 
boost both straight-line performance and road hold- 
ing. 

It zips through the gears like a four-wheel 
motorcycle and darts around corners like it was 
being chased by demons. 

The transversely mounted, all-aluminum, 1.6- 
liter four-cylinder engine that drives the front 
wheels revs to 8,000 rpm. It has dual-overhead-cams 
(DOHC), four valves per cylinder and a high com- 
pression ratio. The exhaust system has larger pipes, 
too 

Despite its high output, this engine feels smooth 
and free of vibration. 

High-rpm engines are Honda’s signature, a fact 
likely traceable to the company’s long history of 
build ing motorcycle and racing engines. The engine 
in the Si pulls well from 5,000 rpm because of the 
VTEC variable valve timing. It really sings from 
7,000 to 8,000, where the 160 horsepower is reached 

To me, the disadvantage of an engine that revs

this high is this: Most drivers aren’t comfortable 
revving an engine this far and probably won’t most 
of the time. As much as I like the way it screams up 
to 8,000, horsepower that is accessible at lower rpm 
would be used more often 

The five-speed manual transmission shifts wit 
a flick of the wrist. Third, fourth and fifth gears 
have closer ratios than other Civics, and that help 
keep the engine in its power band. Highway cruis 
is a tad noisier because the lower fifth gear spins 
the engine more 

All Civics use a dual wishbone suspension front 
and rear, but the Si gets stronger front springs anc 
a brace between the front shock absorbers. Special 
pas shocks provide a firmer feel without degradir 

e ride quality. 

In most driving, the Si’s tight ride feels good 
and it reacts well to steering input. Really aggres 
sive driving shows up the shortcomings of front- 
wheel-drive traction, but that is mostly academic 
daily driving. 

Like other Civics, the Si has electronic contr 
for its heating and ventilation system. Three knot 
are placed vertically alongside the radio, where 
they can be reached without moving your hand f: 
from the steering wheel. While this layout is unu 
al, I found it to be most convenient 

Front seats are pretty heavily contoured, ar 
their firm padding feel good at the end of 
drive as it does at the beginning. The upholste 
pattern is lively enough to be interesting, yet sub 
enough that it doesn’t look garish 

he back seat is fairly small, but the 60/40 
split-folding back expands cargo capacity nicely 

Our test car’s build quality was first-rate. 
Engine and road noise both were well muted

“T’m insulted,” Renaud 
responded in mock dismay.

ar bike wins praise for Missouri School for the Blind 


Shop class’ entry places third in the experimental division in annual international bicycle race 


Almost 60 high school, 
college and senior teams from 
the United States, Canada and 
Japan competed. 


Before MSB could enter, it 
needed a bicycle and a plan to 
convert it for solar racing. 
Various fund-raisers and 
financial donations from the 
school’s foundation paid for the 
special bicycle. 

Students then visited 
libraries, surfed the Internet 
and joined such organizations 
as the Human-Powered Vehicle 
Association. Even engineers 
from the Boeing Co. were 
consulted for this project. 

“We were able to teach the 
students about science, math, 
aerodynamics,” Wixom said. 
“I think the students really 
learned about teamwork, too. 
It was a great learning 














experience.” 


Some observers doubted the 
MSB students could ever build 
such a sophisticated vehicle 
then enter it in a race 
featuring international teams, 
Wixom said. No blind persons 
had ever competed in the race. 

“Everything we did, people 
said we couldn’t do it,“ Wixom 
said. 

Just before the race, Wixom 
and the students tested their 
invention outside the school. A 
tire went flat, the solar panels 
were too low, the seat design 
didn’t allow for a swift 
exchange of riders, etc. 

“A hundred things went 
wrong,”’ Miguel said. 

After some more late nights, 
the students fixed most of the 
bike’s problems. 

In uropena: Deeds Fletcher 


June 20, 


and Ken DeBeer took turns 
serving as sighted drivers for 
the MSB team. Both men are 
volunteers for the U.S. 
Association of Blind Athletes. 
Fawad and Miguel took turns 
pedaling the bicycle from the 
rear seat. 

The race covered 100 
kilometers. Teams had to be 
careful about depleting their 
solar-powered batteries too 
quickly 

“There’s a lot of strategy,” 
Wixom said. ‘‘You’d only use 
the motor going uphill or 
coming out of turns.” 

The MSB team finished in 
the middle overall, but took 
third in the experimental 
competition. Afterward, race 
Officials praised the team. 

“Some of them told us we 
were a real inspiration,’ 
Wixom said. 
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The MSB bicycle will be on 
display for a month at the St. 
Louis City Museum, 701 15th 
St., beginning June "25. 

MSB plans to enter the Solar 
BikeRayce again in 2000. To 
finish higher in the standings, 
the bicycle needs to be lighter, 
Wixom said. Much lighter. 

That means switching to a 
different battery pack, for one 
thing. 

“That’s half the weight,”” 
Wixom said. 


It is important for the 
students to continue improving 
the bike and entering the race, 
Wixom said. 

“People know the students 
by what they can’t do,”’ Wixom 
said. “It’s important for people 
to know what the students can 
do. They’re out there 
competing.” 





Class project becomes non- -profit program to match seniors up with pets

Two sisters have turned a 
class project into a program 
-that provides aid for senior 
‘citizens and their pets 
‘; Eee-Ann Brownfield was 
‘studying human service 
agency management at 
‘Lindenwood University when 
-she realized her hypothetical 
‘class assignment could become 
‘a reality. 

The result was Pet 
‘Assistance for Seniors, a new 
program looking for 
‘volunteers, clients and 
‘donations to begin helping 
seniors citizens find and care 
for_their pets. 

One possible client, Florence 
Sober, 87, with a dog and two 


cats, is grateful for this 
invention. 

“J just don’t know how to 
help my pets anymore,”’ Sober 
said. ‘I can’t care for them 
the way I used too.”” 

Jackie O’Guin, director of 
marketing and human 
resources for the program, is 
also Brownfield’s sister. 

“‘Lee Ann always wanted to 
do something with pets and 

r citizens,’ O’Guin said 
“Eventually she just combined 
the two.”’ 

This program, which has 
received a grant from 
Ralston-Purina, will provide 
pet lovers 60 years and older 
with major pet care tasks such 
as changing a litter box, 
bathing a pet, trimming nails, 
delivering pet products and 
helping with pet adoption 


O’Guin said this was a 
market that needed some 
attention 

“This market really hasn’t 
been touched yet,”’ O’Guin 
said. ‘‘A lot of senior citizens 
don’t have enough money or 
energy for pet care."’ 

The organization is based in 
Hazelwood, but the program is 
open to any senior citizen in 
the St. Louis area. 

O’Guin said the program will 
provide the sisters with a 
great deal of satisfaction. 

“It will let us know that 
we've helped seniors citizens 
with some of their needs, and 
that we’ve found some animals 
homes,’ O’Guin said.
